CAMPAIGN POSSIBLE 

Next year Canada will have a 
Dominion election and Alberta 
will also have a Provincial elec¬ 
tion. Even now the long headed 
gentlemen who expect to get in 
to the fray are busy amassing 
data, statistics, facts, and oth¬ 
erwise, to load the cannon of 
the campaign and lead the peo¬ 
ple to the Promised (?) Land. 

Would a clean, fair and hon¬ 
orable campaign be possible? It 
seems that at election time we 
forget the soundness of “Honest 
Abe’s” statement when he said, 
“You can fool all the people 
some of the time, and some of 
the people all the time, but you 
can’t fool all the peopie all the 
time.” Our political speakers 
mount the platform with the 
idea that the peop’e are going 
to believe all they hear, that 
they do not remember back at 
all. and that they have no reas¬ 
oning powers of their own. In 
other words they think they can 
fool all the people all the time. 

People are accused of not be¬ 
ing interested in political ques¬ 
tions when they decline to go 
out to meetings, and hear the 
continual mud-slinging and har¬ 
anguing of one party about the 
other and fop the past 25 years 
of which we can remember 
pretty well, every election cam¬ 
paign has been the same story. 
Always tearing down the honest 
efforts of the opposition, never 
crediting them with any real in 
terest in the people’s welfare, 
and holding themsellves up as 
the saviors of the people, and 
making promises that they, them 
selves know are absolutely im¬ 
possible of fulfillment. la it any 
wonder that people tire of hear¬ 
ing this kind of stuff every time 
a political campaign rolls round ? 

We do not expect one party 
to spend all its time extolling 
the virtues of the opposition, 
but it seems onlv fair that cre¬ 
dit be given where credit is 
due. If the party in power ba¬ 
rn ad e mistakes, we' 1 aid good, 
point them out. If a legacy 
handed down from their prede¬ 
cessors has merely multiplied in 
its evils durine- the interim 
then take the tf«rae for start¬ 
ing the sore which has turned 
nut to be a boi' where i* belono-s 
A little praise where it is really 


due will make many more real 
friends than continual criticism 
and fault-finding and praising 
oneself. •,

in this respect, but surely it 
is tim„ that our campaigns were 
carried on in a respectnble and 
pleasant manner as benefits civ 
ilized folk.

'file cancer problem is serious 
enough that it does not require 
the slightest exaggeration to 
focus attention upon it. But it 
if. equally desirable that we 
should not become unduly pes¬ 
simistic. 

These New York figures 
would indicate that, in so far 
as the population of that city is 
concerned, there is no new for¬ 
ce or condition which has arisen 
in recent years, to cause an in¬ 
crease in cancer .There is noth¬ 
ing to indicate that the foods 
used or the methods of cooking 
emloyed by civilized people to¬ 
day are leading to an increa e 
in cancer. 

Whether or not cancer is on 
the increase in the population 
i s of little interest to the perron 
who develops the disease. To 
him, th lP one and only question 
ol importance is—Can anything 
b 0 done for me in the way of 
treatment? The answer to this 
question remains the earn? as it 
always was The chance of cure 
depends very largely upon ear'-' 
recognition of the presence of 
the disease, followed by proper 
treatment No one can say just 
how many lives would be saved 
by ear'y diagnosis and prone - 
treatment but we know 1 that 
in no other way can these lives 
be preserved.

MORE PREVALENT? 


In a recent issue of the Quar 
Lerly Bulletin distributed by th P 
Department i.l Health of New 
York City, there is an interest 
ing article which is written as 
;n answer to th e question: “Is 
cancer becoming more prevalent,’ 

It is pointed out, first of all 
that it is to be expected that 
there will be an increase in the 
total number of deaths from 
causes such as cancer, which oc¬ 
cur in the elder age groups. As 
is generally known, the average 
expectancy of life has increased 
considerably, so that today, a 
larger percentage of the populat 
ion are in tha age groups attack 
ed by cancel. 

No one has questioned this 
fact, but many have said that 
after making du P allowance for 
this aging of the population, 
there has been an actual increa 
se in cancer. Th e New York fig¬ 
ures do not support this view, 
and the conclusion is reached 
“that cancer is probably no 
more prevalent now, in any 
given age group, tha.’ it was a 
generation ago.” 

We do not think that this 
P nds the controversy, but we do 
believe that this) note of compar 
ative optimi un should I e heard.
